PROLOGUE 


It means a lot to me to have these papers organized and .ready to be 
microfilmed. They provide a good organizational frame for thinking about 
my life in the period 1943-1970. They constitute, in addition, an outline and 
preliminary description of my life for that period. 

These papers begin th my birth, not surprisingly. If Mom had not 
kept the accurate and detaileu notes that she did about my early years, those 
data would not exist. How fortunate I am that she did! There surely must be 
lots of people who have no detailed notes on their earliest years. It's an 
interesting experience, to be sure, to read about oneself as an infant and a 
very young child. 

Throughout the 1,400 pages of these papers, there are original texts 
written by SRP. I have included all of my high school and college term 
papers and writing, including my master's thesis from George Washington 
University. Some of these texts and papers are very good; some of them are 
not so good. But they are all included. 

My doctoral dissertation has not been included. That text, The 
Renaissance and Cubist Conceptions of Space and Art in the Nineteenth- 
Century French Novel, has already been microfilmed. It was microfilmed in 
1974 by Xerox Univ -sity Microfilms, Ann Arbor, Michigan. They own the 
original 35 millimeter microfilm, and copies of my dissertation can be 
purchased from them by any iterested person. I have a copy of the 
microfilm; also a bound paper copy produced from the microfilm. 


The end year for these papers is 1970. I chose that year because that 
was the year that I moved from Bloomington, Indiana to Oswego, New 
York. The move from Bloomington marked the end of my on-campus 
student days. At that point I had completed my formal academic training 
and passed my Ph.D. exams and accepted a position as a Visiting Assistant 
Professor of French in the State University of New York, College at 
Oswego. At that point, I was working on my doctoral dissertation, which I 
would complete and successfully defend four years later. On August 31, 
1974, I was awarded my Ph.D. in French Literature from Indiana 
University. 
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The next group of personal papers that I will organize and have 
microfilmed will cover the period 1971-1981. My personal papers and 
journals from October 13, 1981 through 1998 have already been 
microfilmed. 

Getting all these papers organized and microfilmed has given me a lot 
of pleasure. Having done so, I have the feeling of having been liberated 
from them and from the first 55 years of my life. In a peculiar sort of way, 
it's like writing your own obituary. At the same time, I am filled with the 
exhilarating feeling of starting over, of beginning again. 

All of these papers are not, to be sure, the complete "me," but they're 
a good rough draft. Just how long these microfilms about SRP continue to 
exist is anybody’s guess. My hope, of course, is that they continue to exist 
for a very long time after my death. I will do my best to get copies of these 
microfilms into the hands of the appropriate individuals and organizations. 
After that, rhere's nothing much that I can do. 

When all is said and done, all of these papers about SRP constitute 
nothing more than a portrait of one person who was bom in 1943 and who 
did his best to live an interesting and meaningful life. 

Once again, Tennyson's Ulysses comes to mind. "I am a part of all 
that I have met; / Yet all expenence is an arch wherethro' / Gleams that 
untravelled world, whose margin fades / For ever and for ever when I move.

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Mathematics of Multiple Births ; 


The quadruplets which were born to 
Nora Carpenter In England once more 
focus attention on multiple births. In 
this country there are seven sets of 
known quadruplets, and of these one 
set—the Keys sisters—are now full- 
grown young women. One of the Eng¬ 
lish ‘'quads" died. The Dionne quin¬ 
tuplets are unique because they all 
survived. Multiple births are most ( 
likely to occur In women between the . 
ages of 35 and 40. 

The chance of giving birth to more 
than one chHd has been calculated. 
According to the generally accepted 
.rule, the chance of a mother'a having, 
twins is 1 In 80. Square the 80 ( 6.400) 
and we have the ratio of triplets to 
ordinary births. Cube the 80 and It 
follows that quadruplets Will appear 
once In 612,000 births. 

A few years ago Dr. W. W. Greulich 
arrived at a different formula, one that 
fs more trustworthy. He studied 500,- 
000 births and found that twina occur 
once In every 87 tlmee. Square 87 ard 
we have 7,560 for triplets. Cube 87 
and It follows that quadruplets appear 
once In 700,000 births. The discrepancy 
for quadruplets between the standard 
formula and Greulich'a Is marked. 
Identical anil Non-Identical 

This department does not know 
whether or not Nora Carpenter'# quad¬ 
ruplets were Identicals. Identical twins 
may be regarded as one person In two 
bodies. They are always of the same 
sex, they always resemble each other 
so closely that their own parents often 
find it hard ?.o tell them apart, and 
they ' ays feel and think alike when 


: 


they are brought up in the game ea- - 
vironment. Sometning happened before j 
birth. The explanation Is that a single 
egg split apart and the eplltting oc- - 
curred before there was a chance for 
differentiation to set in—that la, a 
chance for hair, hands and other 
organa to develop. 

Sometimes twins are born which do , 
not look alike. They may evai- be of J 
different sex. These are not identicals /-• 
at all—Just ordinary brothers and aia* ’• 
ters. In such cases two different egga 
have been fertilized, whereaa in the 
case of identicals there is only one fer¬ 
tilization followed by splitting. 

Egg la Divided ^ 

So It ia with quadruplets. They may .... 
or may not be identicals. The only 
. known identical quadruplets are the 
Morlok girls, who were born in Mlchl- 
' gan. Of the Keys girls, two are iden¬ 
tical twins and the other two Just ** 
ordinary sisters. 

In the ease of the Morloke an egg - 
must have split Into four parts, each of 
which developed separately. Possibly 
after a first split there was another. * 

In the case of the Kaspars we have 
identical triplet boys and a girl, all - 
bom on the same day. So with the 
Bladgeta of Texas, with three identical 
triplet girls and one boy. 

In a third class of quadruplets fall 
those cases in which two sets of iden¬ 
ticals are born. Such a set of quad- 
rupleta was bom In Germany in 1927, .. 
much to the astonishment of biologists. * 
Lastly, ws have four complete babies 
who develop from four fertilised eggs, ..

This test will com¬ 
pare the juniors and seniors with the 
other juniors and seniors throughout 
the state as well as the nation. 






Spurred on by the ever increasing 
demand for better oral and written 
expression, our school has started a 
special composition class. The class 
is under the direction of Mrs. Wash- 
eleski. This class is strictly vol¬ 
untary, no one is required to attend 
and no credit or grades are given. 

It meets from 8 to 8:35 each Monday, 
Wednesday, and Friday. All inter¬ 
ested pupils are urged to attend. 

REVISION IN MATHEMATICS 

Several changes have been made in 
the mathematics curriculm. Algebra I 
will now be taught in the eighth grade, 
Algebra II in the ninth grade, Plane 
Geometry in the tenth grade, and Solid 
Geometry and Trigonometry in the 11th 
grade. The senior course in mathe¬ 
matics includes elements of the cal¬ 
culus, mathematical analysis, and 
analytical geometry. Of course, these 
changes are still in the transitional 
stages and will not be in smooth work¬ 
ing order for several years.
